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Newly submitted claims 36-39 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Inventions I (original claims 9-16) and II (new claims 36-39) are directed to related 
products. The related inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, 
i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the 
inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially different 
design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, (1) the • 
claims do not overlap in scope because the new claims only require one antiloading agent but the 
other claims require 2 (as is evident from the limitation "first organic compound as define in 
original claim 9 which implied that a second organic material is present), thus the inventions are 
mutually exclusive, (2) the inventions, as claimed, are not obvious variants because the use of a - 
combination of antiloading agents (first and second surfactant or surfactant like components) are 
not an obvious variant of only a single antiloading surfactant agent, and (3) the invention, as 
claimed, can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect because 
claims 36-39 only require one surfactant antiloading agent and the other claims require 2, thus 
the designs are different. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 36-39 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 1 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 
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Claims 9-1 1 and 13-15 are allowable over the prior art of record because, after further 
review of the cited references, said art fails to teach or suggest an abrasive product that 
comprises the claimed components, specifically a mixture of 2 different organic components 
(antiloading agents), wherein each agent independently meets the criteria defined in claim 9. 
The examiner acknowledges the declaration filed with the response which also establish 
evidence that the closest prior art references do not teach a mixture of 2 different organic 
components (antiloading agents), wherein each agent independently meets the criteria defined in 
claim 9. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-8 and 
17-39 directed to an invention non-elected for the reasons defined in the previous office action 
(as in the case of claims 1-8 and 17-35) and above (as is the case for claims 36-39). Applicant is 
given ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS from the date of this letter, whichever is longer, to 
cancel the noted claims or take other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144).
